memorial lately presented to the Emperor 
states that mauy of the Yamen runners at 
Peking are men of bad character, who make 
use of sammonses which aro given thom te 
serve, to extort money from people, fre- 
quently even imprisoning them io the guard | 
rooms, if they. will not pay the bribea de- 
manded from them. The ranners are able 
to do this, because the summonaes or'war- 
tants issued by the Peking authoritics' do 
not contain the name of the plaintiff in the 
couse, and are merely stamped with, a com. 
mon chop inetead of the mandarin’s official 
soul, .t is, therefore, impossjble for the . 
man on whom the sunimons is served to 
know whethor there ia areal cage against: 
him, or whether the clerks and runners hava‘ 
made outa shom simmons for the’ sake of. 
extorting money. : The memorial concludes” 
by praying that in future ‘all summonses 
isauéd at Peking, may bo made similar'to 
thoge in the provinces, which contain the: 
name of the plaintiff and a short statement 
of the case, and are properly stamped with _ 
the official seal. 
says that it must not be supposed that the 
Yamen runners at Releing. are the only ones 
who extort money. Such malpractices ara 
common everywhere, . though carried to the 
greatest extent) in Peking. The remedy 
proposed in the memorial quoted above will 
stop the abuse of issuing false summonses, 
bat not the abuses connected with. serving 
‘real ones, In the provinces, when 8 war- 
rant is given to a. runner, it is- executed 
with remorseless geverity, if tha Yefendaut 
is unwilling to pay a bribe or ig too poor 
to do so; but if'-he will pay tho sum do« 
manded of him, which is greator or smallor 
according to the importance of the case, he 
may live in his house in perfect secarity, 
Even if he meets the runner in the street, 
the ranner will pretend not to recognize _ 
him. When the case is one in which the 
warrant positively must be executed, or the 
defendant is too poor to pay a large enough 
sum to escape altogether, he may atill buy 
a certuin number of days of grace. ‘A 
warraut is such a source of profit to a run- 
ner, that when one is issued there is aro. 
gular scramble for it among all the men in. 
the Yamen, and countless devices are used 
to get possession of it. When'the runners 
have been properly feed, no efforts of the 
Magistrate will get the prigoner arrested. 
The runner in charge of the warrant may 
be flogged, or it may be given to anothor, 
hat still the man wanted cannot’ be found, ° 
The curelesiiness of the runners is often the 
cause of great misery. Men are arrested 
on the strength of aecret information; and 
it frequently happens that the informer: ig 
mistaken, and an innocent man is: carried 
off. If the error is discovered before the 
Yamen is reached, the prisoner may be let 
go on security. being given for ‘him, ‘ Bud 
once he is brought before the Magistrate, 
he isin a bad case. If the Magistrate ba 
merciless, and the man unable to. endure g 
flogging, he will probably be forced to age 
knowledge that he. is guilty of a rime 
which he never really committed.’. Or if 
the Magistrate allows, him to be released on 
bail, ho will have to submit to frightful 6x. _ 
tortion before he is: released from: thé 
guard-room. Poor-men have been known 
to be forced to sell tueir daughters to 
satisfy the greed of the Yamon underlings, 
‘The Mandarins are to some extent respone 
sible for these malpractices, which they inv 
directly encourage, In the Xamens of the 
Magistrate in the city of Canton, a herd 
runner has to give a thousand taols to.get 
hie eppointmont. He receives no wages or.’ 
food, aud pays his own agsistants, He ig | 
looked down upon and ill-treated, and Je 
flogged in punishment for any faults, It is, 
neotiless to say that ho would aot pay a 
bigh sum to obtain such a post as. thig, 
unless he expected to make high’ profitn 
As a matter of fact, no one ever sa a man 
who had been a ranner for ton yeat'a witha 
out making a fortune, .
